of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1967. 


To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of 
Warsop  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen. 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for 
1967  on  the  work  of  the  Health  Department. 

The  estimated  population  for  1967  was  12,920,  an  increase 
of  130  over  the  previous  year.  The  natural  increase  of  population, 
i.e.,  the  excess  of  live  births  over  deaths,  was  160. 

During  the  year  under  review  273  live  births  were  registered, 
a  decrease  of  one  under  the  previous  year.  The  Birth  Rate  was 
21.13  per  1,000  population.  This  compares  very  favourably  with 
the  national  birth  rate  of  17.2  per  1,000  population.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  the  decline  in  illegitimacy  noted  in  1966  has  not 
continued.  In  1967  the  rate  was  73  per  1,000  live  births,  compared 
with  62  per  1,000  live  births  in  1966. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate,  i.e.,  the  number  of  infant  deaths 
per  1,000  live  births,  was  36.63,  which  was  double  the  rate  for 
England  and  Wales,  and  was  the  highest  Infant  Mortality  Rate 
recorded  in  this  district  since  1956.  Small  variations — up  or 
down— can  cause  wide  swings  in  statistic  samples.  This  does  not 
mean  that  these  variations  should  be  airily  waved  aside  without 
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looking  at  them.  When  the  causes  of  death  of  the  10  infants 
who  died  during  the  first  year  of  life  are  reviewed  it  is  found  that 
seven  had  congenital  abnormalities  so  severe  that  they  failed  to 
survive  for  one  day.  Two  of  the  remaining  three  lived  for  one 
week,  and  the  other  one  survived  for  four  months.  In  no  case 
was  there  neglect  of  any  kind. 

Deaths  registered  during  the  year  number  113,  (male  63  and 
female  50),  which  was  seven  more  than  the  previous  year.  The 
corrected  death  rate  was  11.88  per  1,000  population,  which  was 
0.68  above  the  national  rate  of  11.2.  Seven  of  the  deaths  were 
due  to  road  accidents,  an  increase  of  five  over  the  previous  year. 

Eleven  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
during  the  year.  This  is  the  highest  number  of  new  cases  notified 
since  1956.  Six  of  these  eleven  cases  occurred  in  two  families  where 
two  children  in  each  family  caught  the  disease  from  their  infected 
parent.  The  remaining  five  cases  were  unrelated,  and  unconnected. 
I  am  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  every  effort  must  continue  to  be 
made  to  eliminate  this  deadly  infectious  disease  by  using  every 
means  in  our  power.  Parents  should  seek  for  their  children  pro¬ 
tective  vaccination,  as  has  been  done  in  Diphtheria  and  Polio¬ 
myelitis  disease,  now  absent  from  this  community. 

I  desire  to  express  my  grateful  thanks  to  the  members  of 
the  Council,  and  the  Health  Committee,  to  the  Public  Health 
Inspector,  and  the  clerical  and  nursing  staff,  and  to  my  colleagues 
in  other  departments,  for  all  their  help  and  co-operation.

To  make  an  approximate  allowance  for  the  way  in  which  the 
sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  local  population  differs  from  that 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  the  crude  death  and  birth  rates 
for  the  area  should  be  multiplied  by  the  appropriate  area  com¬ 
parability  factor.  When  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  have 
been  so  adjusted,  they  are  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  or  with  the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for 
any  other  area.  The  present  factors  are  derived  from  the  final 
1961  census  population. 

The  area  comparability  factor  for  this  Urban  District  for 
the  year  1967  was  Births  1.00  and  Deaths  1.36, 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  compulsorily  notifiable  infectious 
disease  in  the  district  during  the  year  was  92.  This  figure  is  based 
on  the  actual  number  of  written  notifications  received  at  our 
Health  Department  from  the  general  practitioners  in  the  area. 
The  total  for  1966  was  148.

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Smallpox  Vaccination. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-three  children  of  1  year  and  over 
were  vaccinated  against  smallpox.  159  of  these  were  done  at  the 
child  welfare  clinic,  and  the  remaining  4  were  done  by  G.P’s. 

Sixty-six  school  children  were  re-vaccinated  against  smallpox 
at  school. 

Immunisation. 

The  monthly  sessions  continued  to  be  well  attended  and  228 
children  were  given  their  primary  course.  This  usually  consists 
of  3  injections  at  monthly  intervals.  The  vaccine  used  was  the 
“  three  in  one  ”  variety  which  provides  immunity  against  diph¬ 
theria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus.  In  addition  552  school  and 
pre-school  children  received  a  reinforcing  injection. 

Whooping  Cough. 

There  were  no  cases  of  whooping  cough  notified  during  the 
year.

School  Health  Service. 

This  service  is  also  provided  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County 
Council  and  in  addition  to  the  routine  medical  inspections  in 
schools,  one  session  for  the  treatment  of  minor  ailments  was  held 
at  the  school  Clinic  each  week.  Attendances  during  the  year 
totalled  452. 

An  Ophthalmic  Clinic  was  established  in  the  Mansfield  Wood- 
house  School  Clinic  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  in  April,  1955, 
and  this  provides  for  children  in  the  Mansfield  Woodhouse  and 
Warsop  areas.

THE  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supplies. 

The  Central  Nottinghamshire  Water  Board  is  responsible  for 
supplying  the  district  with  sufficient  water  of  wholesome  quality. 

The  source  of  the  supply  is  unchanged  and  continued  to  be  that 
obtained  from  the  Budby  Pumping  Station,  from  boreholes  sunk 
some  250  feet  in  depth  into  the  bunter  sandstone  beds.  It  is 
constant,  sufficient  and  of  excellent  quality,  but  is  somewhat  hard. 

All  water  is  not  liable  to  plumbo  solvent  action. 

Chlorination  is  carried  out  at  Budby  and  all  houses  are  supplied 
direct  from  the  mains,  with  the  exception  of  one  isolated  farm 
which  obtains  its  supply  from  a  deep  spring  by  means  of  a  ram. 
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One  sample  of  water  was  taken  for  chemical  analysis  on  the 
13th  September,  1967,  and  the  following  is  the  Public  Analyst’s

Registered  Premises 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Frequent  inspections  of  all  food  premises  were  made  to  ensure 
continuing  compliance  with  these  regulations,  and  twenty-one 
premises  which  were  found  to  have  defects  or  unsatisfactory  con¬ 
ditions,  mostly  of  a  minor  nature,  were  remedied  by  informal 
action. 

Also  during  the  year  a  total  of  twenty  swabs  were  taken  from 
glasses  at  licensed  premises,  plates  and  forks  at  school  kitchens, 
food  containers  and  cups  at  catering  establishments,  and  all  were 
reported  as  satisfactory,  except  one,  when  a  follow-up  swab  was 
taken,  and  was  reported  to  be  satisfactory.

Seventeen  samples  were  examined  for  Brucella  Abortus  by 
ring  test,  five  of  which  were  found  to  be  positive  and  twelve  nega¬ 
tive. 

The  five  positives  were  further  examined  for  brucella  abortus 
by  animal  inoculation,  two  of  them  were  found  to  be  positive  and 
three  negative. 
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Results  of  all  laboratory  tests  of  samples,  whether  favourable 
or  adverse,  were  communicated  to  the  persons  from  whom  the 
samples  were  obtained. 


Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  Section  16. 

There  are  29  premises  registered  in  regard  to  ice-cream.  28 
of  these  are  for  storage  and  sale  only  and  the  remaining  one  for 
manufacture,  storage  and  sale. 

In  all  cases  where  ice-cream  is  sold  from  shops  it  is  sold  wrapped 
as  received  from  the  manufacturers.

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  suggests  that  over  a 
six-monthly  period,  50%  of  a  vendor’s  samples  should  fall  into 
Grade  I,  80%  into  Grades  I  or  II,  not  more  than  20%  into  Grade 
III  and  none  into  Grade  IV. 

Seven  water-ice  lollipop  samples  were  submitted  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


Food  Preparing  Premises. 

There  were  nine  premises  in  the  district  manufacturing 
prepared  meats  and  registered  in  accordance  with  Section  16  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  Fifteen  inspections  of  these  premises  showed 
a  good  standard  of  cleanliness  to  be  maintained.
